It  Avas  a banner  day  for  Durham  and 
the  surrounding-  area  when  AYTYD  began 
its  operation  September  2nd.  This  new 
“home  industry”  is  a great  boost  to  every 
phase  of  life  of  residents  of  “The  Friend- 
ly City." 

Dperating  on  Channel  11,  the  316,000 
watt,  YHF  station  is  eovering  an  area  of 
a 70  mile  radius  of  Durham.  The  esti- 
mated coverage  for  this  area  is  1,329,000 
residents  and  embraces  one  of  the  richest 
agricultural  and  industrial  areas  in  the 
South. 

The  station’s  studios  and  offices,  pic- 
tured on  this  page,  is  located  on  Xewton 
Road,  just  outside  Durham.  The  build- 
ing contains  19,000  square  feet  of  floor 
space  and  was  formerly  the  County 
Tuberculosis  Sanatorium.  The  building 
is  ideal  for  a large,  modern  TY  station, 
and  its  T-.shaped  strxicture  is  very  appro- 
priate for  Y’TYD'.s  use.  Also  there  is 


Looking  at  the  impressive  building,  pictured  above,  it  is 
hard  to  realize  that  it  was  once  a Jail.  While  those  dags 
are  passed  many  problems  were  still  housed  in  its  walls  with 
the  staff  working  long  hours  getting  the  station  started 
ojf  on  a good  footing.  In  fact,  the  main  hallway  bore  the 
title  of  “Ulcer  Alley.”  A fine  Job  has  been  done  by  all 
and  Durham  and  its  surrounding  area  is  getting  first  class 
television  presentations.

ample  parking  space  on  the  six  acre  lot, 
with  accommodations  for  100  cars.  The

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Tobacco  Market  Goes 
Ahead  in  ’54 

Durham’s  Tobacco  Market  is  already 
J, 646, 048  pounds  ahead  of  the  entire 
19.53  selling  season  and  the  amount  paid 
farmers  through  mid-Xovember  is  $4,429,- 
232  more  than  last  year’s  season  total. 
Eugene  Carlton,  General  Chairman,  and 
Winston  ^Montgomery,  Finance  Chairman, 
are  smiling  leaders  of  the  Tobacco  Mar- 
ket Promotion  Fund  which  has  again 
paid  off. 

The  1953  market  after  a depressing 
drought  dropi>ed  in  poundage  to  31,- 
507,206.  At  the  same  time  poor  quality 
drove  the  average  down  so  that  the  sum 
paid  our  farmei’s  was  $14,789,264. 

Another  drought  struck  this  year  but 
the  rains  came  just  in  time  to  save  a 
lot  of  the  crop.  This,  plus  attracting 
new  customers,  has  enhanced  the  local 
market  in  both  volume  and  dollars.  The 

1949  market  is  already  topped  in  the 
amount  paid  farmers  and  1953  will 
probably  go  ahead  of  1952.

The  1954  Amendments  to 
the  Social  Security  Law 

The  1954  amendments  to  the  Social 
Security  Act  extend  old-age  and  sur- 
vivors insurance  protection  to  about  10 
million  more  people  as  of  .Januan-  1, 
1955.  Included  in  this  group  are  self- 
employed  farmers,  engineers,  architects, 
accountants,  funeral  directors;  clergy- 
men on  an  elective  basis.  Liberalization 
of  requirements  for  coverage  of  certain 
other  workers  extends  coverage  to  them 
in  greater  numbers.  Included  in  this 


group  are  farm  workers  who  are  paid 
at  least  $100  cash  wages  by  a single 
employer  during  a given  year;  employees 
of  State  or  Local  Governments  under 
certain  conditions;  most  employees  of 
the  Federal  Government  who  are  not 
covered  by  another  retirement  system ; 
household  workers  who  are  paid  at  least 
$50  in  a calendar  quarter  by  any  one 
employer,  regardless  of  the  regularity  of 
such  employment;  American  citizens  em- 
ployed by  foreign  subsidiaries  of  domes- 
tic corporations  under  certain  conditions; 
homeworkers,  regardless  of  whether  they 
are  licensed  under  State  licensing  laws. 

The  checks  received  in  early  October 
by  old-age  or  survivors  insurance  beneff- 
ciaries  reflected  an  increase  in  payment. 
Beo])le  who  become  eligible  for  benefit 
j)ayments  after  August  1954  will  get 
higher  benefits  because  the  new  law 
makes  several  changes  in  the  way  the 
amounts  are  figured. 

Beginning  in  1955,  the  conditions  undei' 
which  monthly  benefits  can  be  paid  while 
the  beneficiary  is  working  will  change. 
Beneficiaries  72  years  of  age  or  over  may 
accept  their  checks  regardless  of  the 
amount  of  earnings.  Those  under  age 
72  will  be  permitted  to  earn  as  much  as 
$1200  per  year  without  losing  their 
checks.  This  will  make  it  possible  for 
many  families  to  supplement  their  in- 
come by  more  part-time  or  seasonal  work. 

Individuals  who  are  totally  disabled 
and  have  been  totally  disabled  over  a 
|)eriod  of  6 months  or  more  may  aj^ply 
beginning  in  •Tanuai'y^  1955  to  have  their 
earnings  record  ‘‘frozen”  during  the 
period  of  disability.  This  will  serve  to 
protect  their  future  beneht  rights  in  that 
these  periods  of  disability  when  no  earn- 
ings are  recorded  will  not  count  against 
them  in  computing  future  benefits.

Books  Closed  on  Tobacco 
Market  Promotion  Fund 

The  Tobacco  IMarket  Promotion  Fund 
campaign  sponsored  annually  by  your 
Chambei'  to  raise  funds  for  advertising 
our  local  market,  has  closed  the  books  on 
the  1955  drive.  The  amount  raised  through 
the  campaign  among  the  City’s  business 
people  is  matched  by  funds  from  the 
Durham  'Warehousemen’s  Association. 
Finance  Chairman  Milton  Hogan  reported 
a total  of  ,$5,884  for  this  year’s  efforts.

Farmers  this 
year  took  home  almost  a million  dollars 
more  than  they  did  last  year,  and  this 
year’s  volume  was  up  about  2%  million 
pounds.

City  Willing  to  Provide 
Necessary  Land  for  Foot- 
ball Stadium 

Members  of  the  Sports  and  Recreation 
Committee,  accompanied  by  Art  Vann, 
Chairman,  and  Dr.  D.  R.  Periw,  Chair- 
man of  the  sub-committee  on  the  stadium, 
appeared  before  City  Council  to  request 
an  exiDi'ession  of  willingness  on  the  part 
of  the  City  to  provide  the  land  for  the 
proposed  stadium.  The  Council  went  on 
record  as  willing  to  provide  the  land 
but  did  not  mention  any  specific  acreage.

Top  Brass  Inspects 
Reserve  Armory  Site 

Following  an  inspection  by  high  3rd 
Army  officials  of  the  proposed  Army  Re- 
serve Armory  site  on  Lakewood  Avc., 
Alec  Erwin  and  Donnie  Sorrell  enter- 
tained the  visitors  at  a luncheon  that  in- 
cluded representatives  of  the  Chamber, 
DIDCO,  and  the  Committee  of  100.  While 
the  deal  for  the  liroi^erty  has  not  been 
closed  it  was  revealed  that  Durham  would 
get  a new  armory  for  the  reserves. 

The  inspection  party  consisted  of 
Major  General  Garvin,  Deputy  Command- 
er 3rd  Army;  Colonel  Mueller,  General 
Staff;  Colonel  Keithly,  Chief  of  N.  C. 
Military  District;  Colonel  Knaub,  Senior

Gaiwin’s  aide;  Major  Zivich,  Durham 
Unit  Commander;  and  Major  McArthur, 
Assistant  Unit  Advisor. 

Quick-Seal  and  Hydro-Loc 
Brake  Fluid  Cover  Big  Area 

One  of  the  100  smaller  yet  important 
Durham  industries  is  Quick  Seal  Manu- 
facturing Co.,  the  owners  of  which  have 
added  just  recently  a new  industry  known 
as  Hydro-Loc  Manufacturing  Co.  Tucked 
modestly  away  at  307  Smith  St.,  these 
companies  distribute  their  products  north 
and  south  and  west  to  the  Mississipjji  and 
freci(uently  into  Arkansas,  Missouri  and 
Illinois. 

Quick  Seal  was  formerly  Peterson 
Sales  Co.  They  make  vacuum,  shock 
proof,  hi-speed  tire  patches  for  both 
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tube  and  tubeless,  chemical  cleaner,  sol- 
vents, red  boot  and  rubber  cements.  The 
patch  is  molded  from  new  rubber,  new 
rayon  cord  material  and  has  a built  in 
criss-cross  position  for  strength. 

The  Hydro-Loc  Co.  has  just  sunk  its 
tanks  and  is  manufacturing  a heavy  brake 
fluid  which  exceeds  the  requirements  of 
specifications  set  up  by  the  Society  of 
Automotive  Engineers.  The  brake  fluid 
is  shijjped  in  containers  ranging  from 
12  oz.  cans  to  54  gal.  drums-  weighing 
471  lbs. 

Gilbert  B.  Wheless  is  general  manager. 
The  companies  occupy  about  2,000  sq.  ft. 
and  are  already  bulging.  These  are  wel- 
come additions  to  Durham’s  growing 
group  of  smaller  plants  which  have  the 
potential  of  becoming  big  oi^erations. 

Progress  Being  Made 
on  Interstate  System 

Sitting  down  with  Highway  Commis- 
sionei'  Donnie  Sorrell  and  Division  Engi- 
neer Hunter  Irving,  your  Highways  Com- 
mittee received  a first  hand  briefing  on 
what  goes  on  and  is  in  the  making  in 
highway  developments  affecting  Durham. 
lYhile  most  attention  is  focused  on  the 
dual  laning  of  the  northern  by-pass  and 
paving  the  US  15  stretch  from  the  by- 
i:>ass  to  the  Neusc  River  bridge  there  are 
other  projects  which  have  a bearing  on 
our  city’s  part  in  the  Interstate  System. 
In  addition  to  this  Division’s  allocation 
of  .$2  million  for  those  projects,  the  $1.6 
million  appropriation  for  the  dual  lane 
from  the 'Virginia  line  to  Middleburg  on 
US  1 within  the  Division,  is  a part  of 
the  System  coming  by  Durham. 

The  dual  lane  provision  from  Greens- 
boro to  Efland  and  from  Efland  to  Eno 
Station  are  part  of  the  System.  Other 
l^rojects  west  and  south  all  tie  in  so  that 
in  time  the  System  will  be  double  tracked 
through  the  State. 

The  Committee,  headed  by  J.  Parks 
Gwaltney,  highly  commended  the  work 
of  Messrs.  Sorrell  and  Irving.  While 
disliking  the  leaving  of  Hunter  Irving 
the  Committee  was  happy  to  know  of  his 
promotion  to  a position  where  his  talents 
will  lend  much  to  the  advancement  of  the 
highway  department’s  work. 
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
